Would you live if bitten by a tar- 


antula spider?

posed to be more deadly than a rat- 
tlesnake. Cleveland Museum of Nat- 
ural History publishes reports to the 
effect that a tarantula bite isn't more 
deadly than the sting of a bee.

The 
farther you get away from the equa- 
tor, the less poisonous the bite of a 
snake. 


In the Georgian Bay country of 


Canada, " a rattlesnake bite rarely 
kills if proper remedies are applied. 
In the semi-tropical desert, snakes 
are more poisojious.
